Beef Shortage Threatened by Next Week 


Major Packers 
Slash Output; 
Receipts Down 


Chicago OPS Chief 
Charges Attempt to 
Create Shortage 


CHICAGO — (AP)—The 


threat of an early beef short- 
age in butcher shops—indus- 
try spokesmen said -possibly 
by next week—increased to- 
day. 


Slaughtering of beef cattle 


by major packers was sharp- 
ly reduced for the third day 
in a row. The number of cat- 
tle sent to market in the na- 
tion's major stockyards also 
was far below normal for the 
third day running., 


Michael Hewlett, head of the 


Chicago regional Office of Price 
Stabilization, declared there is "an 
obvious attempt to create an arti- 
ficial shortage." 


Without identifying the person 


or interests he blamed, Hewlett 
said: 


"They are trying to force con- 


gress to eliminate controls on 
meat. They are putting their own 
selfish interests ahead of the wel- 
fare of the country." 


No Long-Range Shortage 


Howlette said there is "nothing 


to indicate a long-range shortage." 


Only 24,200 head of cattle arriv- 


ed at the nation's 12 principal 
markets today. Last Wednesday 
was the Memorial day holiday 
but two weeks ago 41,500 head 
arrived. 


It was the same situation on 


Monday and Tuesday. The first 
three days this week, cattle re- 
ceipts in the big markets totaled 
only 96,700. This was under the 
Monday and Tuesday receipts last 
week of 107,000. The same three 
day period'of a year ago saw re- 
ceipts of 146.000. 


Prices at Chicago—the nation's 


biggest stockyards—were as high 
or higher than yesterday. And 
packers bought only a handful of 
cattle yesterday, claiming they 
couldn't pay the high prices asked 
and comply with price ceilings set 
by the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion. 


Beef dressing has virtually stop- 


ped in many plants across the na- 
tion. Workers have been laid off. 


Forces Prices Up 


Two factors have brought the 


conditions about. 
The low re- 


ceipts have forced prices up. The 
packers say they can't but even 
the cattle that is available because 
of ceilings that fix the maximum 
amount they can pay over a 
monthly accounting period. 


Swift & Company, the' country's 


largest packer, said it can't risk 
paying above ceiling prices now on 
the expectation that it will be 
able to buy cheap beef later in 
the month and bring its average 
within the permissible limit. 


Slaughtering curtailments were 


announced by all of the nation's 
four largest packers—Swift, Ar- 
mour, Wilson and Cudahy—and by 
many smaller companies. Many 
workers were laid off.

Eighth Army Now Tougher,

U. S. EIGHTH ARMY HEADQUARTERS, KOREA—(AP)—The 


Eighth army is tougher and cockier than at any time since the Korean 
war began 11 months and 12 days ago. 


In fact, Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet's 14-nation army is so power- 


ful today that a sizeable force of battle-scarred veterans has been 
pulled out of the frontlincs and placed in reserve. 
, 


This is the first time the army 


has been wealthy enough In,man- 
power -to rest such a large force. 
And they are getting pretty cocky 
up there along the front because 
after turning back two Chinese 
and North Korean Communist of- 
fensives since April 22, the Eighth 
army has battled all the way hick 
to the gatos of Chorwon. 


Back at Start 


That's exactly where they were 


six weeks ago when the Commu- 
nists' first spring offensive was 
touched off. 


Since April 22, the Eighth army 


has retreated 25 miles, fought its 
way back and killed or wounded 
almost 200,000 Red*. 


But the way It looks now l« that 


th%next move is up to the Chinese 
nnd North Korean* because the 
Eighth army sloggers are digging 
In again with only tank-led raid- 


ing parties lashing out at the re- 
treating Reds. 


Everyone in Korea will tell you 


that the Reds are still capable of 
mounting an offensive. 


On 45-Mlta I.ln« 


The official estimate Is that 


there are 180,000 Chinese Commu- 
nists and 120,000 North Koreans 
In the battle zone. 


The Chinese are In the 
line 


along a 45-mile stretch of the cen- 
tral and west-central fronts be- 
tween Hwachon and Korangpo. 


The North Korean Reds are di- 


vldod equally—half west of Ko 
rangpo, and half cast of Hwachon

combat strength within a year by 
adding two or three more Nation- 
al Guard divisions and may form 
some new regular army divisions 
and regimental combat teams. 


The army's chief, tieri. J. Law- 


ton Collins, expects two or three 
more of the state's divisions to be 
federalizcd. 


But, he told reporters who met 


him on his return yesterday from 
a European inspection trip, the 
size of the army won't mount 
much beyond the 1,552,000-man 
goal aimed at, for the end of this 
month and probably will be under 
1,600,000. 


'152,000 In June 


The army's strength about a 


month ago was approximately 1,- 
400,000. Thus the increase to the 
June 30 objective would mean 
152,000 more men. These are vol- 
unteers and draftees, some of 
whom will go into regular army 
divisions now being brought up 
to strength and some into feder- 
alized National Guard divisions 
which were at about half their 
authorized 18,000-man 
strength 


when they came into federal serv- 
ice. 


Present Strength 


At present, the army is compos- 


ed of 12 regular army divisions, 
six National Guard divisions and 
regimental combat teams (a sUb-

Driver-Training in Schools 
Pays Off in Traffic Safety 


Laments about the nation's motor traffic fatalities usual- 


ly wind up with a spirited call for more driver education. It's 
hopeful, therefore, to be able to report that genuine progress 
is being made toward that end. 
The Association of Casualty and Surety Companies, 


which has played a big role in spurring driver education pro- 
grams, recently summoned up the cheerful evidence. The 
findings deal with high school students, since most programs 
are in that field. 
* 
* 
* 


In the current school year nearly 750,000 students were 


enrolled in driver-training courses. That's more than double 
the 330,000 who were enrolled four years ago. A total of 
8845 schools are giving courses, a marked advance from the 
7108 which offered such instruction last year. Since 1948 
nearly 6000 schools have added driver-training to their cur- 
ricula. 
, 
, 
. , . 
This is good news for those who may have despaired of 


seeing any solid hope of improvement in the traffic situation. 
The association estimates that students trained in driving 
will have a three-to-one better chance of avoiding motor 
accidents than those who get no formal training. 
* 
* 
• 


But there are still some 11,500 schools with perhaps an- 


other 750,000 students that lack any kind of driver-training 
courses. So the room for expansion of these programs is 
ample.What facts are there to support the view that driver- 
training really pays off? Naturally, since most of the pro- 
grams are relatively new, comparative figures aren't numer- 
ous. But a few studies have been made. 


In Delaware, the Motor Vehicle department analyzed the 


driving records of 1600 licensed motorists, half with training 
and half without. The survey showed that of the 800 trained 
drivers, only 100 had either been arrested for traffic viola- 
tion, involved in an accident, or warned by police officers. 
Of the 800 untrained drivers, 769, or 96 per cent, had some 
kind of black mark against them. 
A later study, covering 2200 drivers showed that 19.7 


per cent of the 1100 trained ones had a violation, an accident 
or a warning, while 78.7 per cent of the 1100 untrained mo- 
torists fell into the same categories. 
*

A Wisconsin survey disclosed that driver education re- 


duced accidents per 1000 months of licensed driving by 58 
per cent, and convictions for traffic violations by 59.4 per 
cent.In Massachusetts, the number of driver education 
courses in 1941 was 48. By 1947 it had soared to 217. In 
that span, the number of accidents involving youths of 16 
and 17 dropped from 1203 to 642. 
Massachusetts is now undertaking a new 10-year study 


of the value of driver education. On the basis of just six 
months' study, the state reports that untrained drivers had 
nine times the reportable violations that trained motorists 
did, and 10 imes as many as those who had received both 
classroom instruction and practice driving. 


These surveys suggest strongly that driver-training 


courses are one real answer to the frightening toll of traffic 
deaths and injuries. Let's hope the day is not far off when 
no school is without such training.

Qualities of » Good Journalist Include Honesty, 


Sincerity and Reverence for the Truth

The Rt. Rev. John 8. Middleton, a Catholic priest who ia secre- 


tary for education of the diocese of New York, recently propounded 
an ancient but neglected principle of journalism. 


"God does not need our lies," he said, "and man is never helped 


by our falsehooda. Some of the qualities of a good 
journalist are habitual reverence for truth, sin- 
cerity In the search for truth, honesty in the ex- 
pression of truth and candor in the acknowledge- 
ment of our errors. The Christian journalist's 
love of truth will move him to examine it with a 
fair mind and correct technique. Good will can-.: 
not replace good technique any more than good 
technique can replace honest appraisal of the facts. 
Our times have been described as 'the age of the. 
great lie'." ' 


I cite this criticism in reply to a criticism of 


my work by Alexander F. Jones, the executive —w«fthn»k 
editor of the Syracuse-Herald-Journal. 
Mr. Jones was a friend from 


1919 until he recently exercised his right to repudiate that old friend- 
ship with a hateful personal attack in that paper. In that criticism, 
Mr. Jones wrote that I.had hurled "the cheapest kind of invective 
at a woman—Eleanor Roosevelt." 


Now what is the truth in this situation? 
Many times I have heard Mr. Jones speak of Mrs. Roosevelt with 


contempt. He had confidence in my reporting and praised my work 
during a long time when he was an editor of the Washington Post 
which subscribed to these dispatches. It was the "policy" of that 
paper, however, to pretend that it was unethical journalism to tell 
the truth about the conduct of this very influential female politician.

The Doctor Says; 


Exercise Caution to Avoid 
Hazards of Summer Sim 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Summer in the Northern Hemi- 


sphere is accompanied by a few 
health hazards which are absent 
at other times of the year or which 
are at least much less important. 
The sun is stronger, the tempera- 
ture is warmer, and more people 
spend longer hours out of doors 
working or amusing themselves. 


The most important added risk 


of hot weather comes from- the sun 
itself—sunburn, 
sunstroke, 
and 


heat exhaustion. Although our 
greatest natural friend, the sun 
should be treated with respect 
since it can be a terrible enemy as 
well. On the good side sunshine 
acts on the skin to form vitamin 
D, a substance which is necessary 
to prevent rickets in children, and 
helps to maintain good health. But 
on the bad side, too much sun 
burns and damages the skin; in- 
deed skin cancer is more common 
among those who are heavily ex- 
posed to the sun for years on end. 


The skin has a remarkable abil- 


ity to adjust to the sun if it has 
time. The process of adjustment is 
called tanning and is the result of 
gradual desposits in the skin of 
pigment which protects against 
burning. But this takes time and 
consequently exposure to the sun 
should be bit by bit, thus avoiding 
burning which is painful as well 
as risky. During the tanning stage 
lotions or ointments may help, es- 
pecially those which filter some of 
the burning rays. 
MANY HAZARDS 


The human body does not adjust 


so well to the "hazards of sun- 
stroke or heat exhaustion. These 
are the result of too much sun or 
heat on the brain or other parts of 
the nervous system. Some can be 
serious and may even cause death. 
Undue exposure to the too hot sun 
should therefore be avoided at all 
costs. If sunstroke or heat ex- 
haustion (the latter being usually 
less serious) do occur they call for 
medical measures. 


The purpose of drawing atten- 


tion to this matter is that every 


year a lot of people get so enthusi- 
astic about good warm sunshine 
that they overdo it and harm 
themselves more than they help. 
Just a litle caution pays off in 
comfort, 
improved health, and 


avoidance of risk.
